The Marriage Ceremony KRecalled—Her 


Majesty's Wedding Dress— Wonderful 
Kiviere of Diamonuds—Incidents of the 


Murriage Between Keuyaulties for Love 


of Kach Other Rather Than for State 


Considerations, 


The journey of Princess Alexandra 
to England for her marriage to the 
Prince of Wales was a case of ‘roses, 
roses all the way.” She left Copenha- 
gen on February 26th, and on reach- 
ing Flushing found a squadron of Lrit- 
ish warships waiting to escort the Vic 
toria and Albert, the toyal yacht 
which was to convey her to England. 
On arrival, it anchored off Graves nd, 
and at once the bridegroom boardei 
the vessel, and greeted the lovely bride 
in full view of many delighted spec 
tators. From Gravesend the Prince and 
Princess drove through crowded streets 
and were presented on their way with 
numerous loyal addresces of welcome. 


Aftur a brief rest the purty set forth 
for Windsor, again being greeted ea 
route with enthusstig cheers, At 


Windsor there were more addresses lO 
be received, including one signed by 
all the scholars of Eton, At last the 
Castle Was reached, and the long jour- 
ney ended “with welcome to the 
weary” from Queen Victoria and her 
family. A great levee was held at St. 
James’ Palace, a few days be ore the 
wedding, and the young Prince rece.ved 
an enormous number of his subjects 
for the first time in this manner, Her-- 
aftor it wag always stated that pre 
sentation to the Prince of Wales ac 
such levees was considered equal to 
a presentation to the Sovereign, a fur- 
ther sign of the advance in duties and 
responsibilities which the Prince had 
made. 


In St. George's Chapel, 


As no Royal wedding had taken 
place in St. Georg Chapel since the 
marriage of King Henry I, it may be 
imagined how much thought and pre- 
paration were expended in getting 
ready the fine edifice, On March 10th, 
ISG, in bright weather and amid gen- 


eral festivity throughout the whole 
country, the Prine Wales was mar- 
ried to Princess lexandra In the 
Royal Closet, resembling a private
